Canada during the last year bought $5 
worth of goods in the United States for 
each $3 worth sold there, and bought $1 
worth in Britain for each $2 worth sold 
there. Exports and imports were of 
course down in all cases, and in the dis- 
turbed conditions it is possible to place too 


much confidence in conclusions drawn 
from the figures. 
Canada’s new tariff scale only af- 


fected trade during half the year, and to 
what extent it influenced the exchange 
with either country cannot be judged with 
certainty. Bearing in mind the abnormal 
slump in our exports to Britain, the show- 
ing would seem to be that the new tariff is 
more effective in keeping out goods from 
Great Britain than goods from the United 
States. 


UP TO THE INDIVIDUAL 
| $$ 

From the middle of October to the end 
of April, the Dominion Government, Pro- 
vineial Government, and the municipali- 
ties of Alberta spent nearly two and a half 
million dollars in providing relief work and 
in supplying meals and provisions to needy 
individuals and families. 

In all more than 19,000 persons were 
thus given employment, for periods which 
total up to 817,751 work days. These are 
impressive figures, and when the division 
is made it is rather surprising to find 
thet the calculation works out to just 16.4 
days’ work for each man, 

“The proceeds of 16 days’ work do not 
go far to support a man for six and a half 
months, and cover only a trifling fraction 
of the cost of maintaining a family for that 
period, on the most modest scale, Yet the 
public authorities have been hard pressed 
to find work to provide even that amount 
of employment, while the cost is sufficient 
to boost municipal tax rates and to make 
an appreciable draft upon provincial and 
federal treasuries. 

The moral is that governments cannot 
cure unemployment, by providing work for 
all who need it. The individual will have 
to do that, by finding a job for himself 
and by creating jobs for others, This is 
not new, but it is a fact that needs re- 
cognition at a time when conditions tend 
to cause large numbers of people to look 
to the public authority to provide unlim- 
ited employment, rather than to look for 
opportunities to employ themselves and to 
give employment to others. 


CANADA AND SILVER 


The fall in the price of silver swept 
away the buying power of China and [n- 
dia, as the drop in the price of wheat de- 
stroyed the buying power of the prairie 
farmer. 

Those two great communities of peo- 
ple, comprising half the population of the 
world, might almost as well be located on 
some other planet, so far as concerns for- 
eign trade at present and until by some 
means the exchange value is restored to 
the currency with which they transact 
business, 

The restoration of this buying power 
is being urged by a rapidly increasing 
number of financiers and economists as 
one of the things that will have to be ac- 
complished to allow the resumption of in- 
ternational trade on a favorable basis. 
How to bring that about is being now dis- 
cussed by public men and financial jour- 
nals on both sides of the Atlantic, with a 
frequency and interest that holds some 
promise of the atterapt being made. 

Canada, by reason of its location, its 
resources and its varied production, is as 
vitally interested as any other country in 
the return of the Orient as an active par- 
tic'nant in world business, and therefore 
in the question of restoring the value of 
the silver upon which the Orient’s trading 
power depends. 

™x-Premier Meighen has proposed the 
creation of an Imperial reserve bank 
with the re-establishment of silver value 
as one of the ends in view. Since that is a 
mater of Imperial concern, it might pro- 
perly find a place on the program of the 
Imperial conference when the delegates re- 
assembie at Ottawa later in the summer, 


WILL MR. BOWSER RETURN? 

Politically, the term “pacific” does not 
seem to apply very well to the province of 
Zritish Columbia. After less than three 
years in power the Tolmie Government 


| 


has apparently come to a place where a 
shake-up is the alternative to a break- 
down, Friends and foes are freely pre- 
dicting that either the Premier will retire 
or that the ministry will be reconstructed, 
with a fair probability that both will occur. 

In the circumstances, stranger things 
have happened than that the crisis should 
bring Hon, W. J. Bowser back into political 
life as head of the Government and sug- 
gestions of that possibility have already 
been made. Mr. Bowser is by all odds the 
“strong man” of his party in provincia] 
affairs, and by reason of ability, experi- 
ence and prestige is the logical choice for 
leader if a change is to be made. 

When in 1903 the electors of British 
Columbia decided to make an end of 
“group” mis-government, and returned 
Sir Richard McBride with a straight Con- 
servative majority, Mr. Bowser became 
attorney general. He held the portfolio 
until the death of Sir Richard in 1915, and 
then succeeded to the premiership. The 
government was defeated in the following 
year, after 13 years in office. 

Mr. Bowser was admittedly a capable 
administrator. Few men can possess the 
same intimate knowledge of provincial 
affairs. And the fact that he held the 
confidence of the electors of Vancouver 
for 18 consecutive years is proof that he 
has a personality that gains and holds 
political support. He would seem to be 
the man most able to lead the party out of 
its difficulties, and the one to whom it 
will most likely turn in the time of trouble,

On This Date 


MAY 19 

On May 19, 1918, the night of Whit- 
Bunday, the Germans made what was 
to be their last attempt to bomb Lon- 
don, It was not an extraordinarily 
ouceéssful affair in any sense, al- 
though Sngland suffered some two 
hundred odd casualties, spread over 
the area of the enemy’s flight across 
England, Our airmen bagged three, 
three more fell to anti-aircraft guns, 
one crashed on his own account, and 
several were said to have arrived home 
so rapidly as to crash in their own 
‘drome. In all some thirty machines 
hac started on the raid, thirteen of 
which reached the Metropolis, As the 
last raid, however, it stands in his- 
tory as the point reached in air ate 
tack up to that period, From the day, 
just about three years previously, when 
the first Zeppelin had hovered over 
London, the general mentality towards 
an attack had altered considerably, 


People at first crowded into the streets 


to watch the display, By 1918 they 
| had jearned the wisdom of diving any- 
where for shelter, The greatest in- 
terest in this last raid, however, lies 
in the progress made in the air arm 
since its time, Now that we are quite 
settled to the acceptance that the Jate 
|war is decidedly unlikely to be the 
last, experts have long been busy visu+ 
| allsing the next raid. This probably 
| suffers by over imagination, bub if 
| their jolly descriptions of streets filled 
| with poison gas do not prove to be over 
exaggerated, then it will be of little 
| use for the harried citizen of the tu- 
| ture to merely dive for the tube, The 
fields of conjecture are wonderful 
grazing grounds; on the other hand, 
as in all previous wars, the last one 
| added a lot to: man's knowledge of the 
business. Thus the last raid of the 
| Great War may some day be regarded 
in the nature of a summer shower,

When Bryndr James Owon, 85 
engineer, Upper Brook street, W 
was charged on vemand at Bow 
Street Police Court, London, with 
forging and uttering a letter put 
porting to be signed by L. L. H 
Thompson, an official of the Trea 
sury, it was alleged that he had ob- 
tained $325,000 from two companie 

Mr. B®, Clayton, for the Director of 
Public Prosecutions, said that Owen 
had been further charged with forg 
ing and uttering a number of docu- 
ments in connection with the obtain 
ing of $150,000 from the International 
Harvesting Company of Great Bri- 
tain, Ltd. 

It was proposed also to prefer 
similar charges in respect of the Ford 
Motor Company, from whom Owen 
wan alleged to have obtained 
$175,000. 

For some time until 1924 Owen was 
employed at the Ministry of Agricul 
ture, In that year he was appointed 
Director of the Institute of Agricul 
tural Engineering and MReseare!

Britain, 


100,000 TRACTOR
